Hyacinths were the most colorful pot-planted bulbs 
in our last year’s mid-winter flower show. Planted 
“piggy-back’’ (three near the botton and three half- 
way up a nine-inch pot) brought a succession of bloom 
and fragrance with the bottom layer flowering after 
the first had faded. 

Below is a reprint of last year’s planting instruc- 
tions by Mary Lande, then Foggy Bottom Farmerette. 
NOW’S THE TIME! 


For your balcony, use 8-inch pots for hyacinths 
or tulips. Pots receive successive layers of (1) broken 
pottery for drainage, (2) rich topsoil (I use African 
violet soil), (3) bone meal for fertilizer (just enough 
to cover the soil layer), (4) another layer of soil and 
then five or six fat tulip or hyacinth bulbs and (5) more 
soil to an inch below the top. Water completely once 
by placing pots in a dishpan of water until the soil is 
saturated. 


The flowers can be forced into bloom in a sunny 
window any time after six weeks in the dark and cold. 
At Columbia Plaza we have a balcony closet ideal for 
this. Otherwise a leaf filled box upside down over the 
pots will keep them from freezing.

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TIME CAPSULE 


The world you are about to enter is not only of 
time or space; it is on another dimension. You are 
entering the Twilight Zone--- 

Rufus Lisle, walking down 25th Street in Foggy 
Bottom one Sunday, glanced at a newsstand outside a 
delicatessen to find the weather report, when he no- 
ticed that the date on the paper was October 11, 1956, 
instead of 1969. He shookhis head, but the figures did 
not change. Inside the delicatessen, noticing bottles 
of kerosene on the shelves, he realized that somehow, 
by some trick of fate, he had indeed been transported 
to the past. The kerosene was for kerosene lamps 
which were the exclusive sources of light in some of 
the houses in Foggy Bottom in 1956, 

Out once more on the street, he decided to inves- 
tigate this phenomenon further. Turning around, he 
noticed there were no high-rise apartment buildings 
south of K Street and that the neighborhood has a quiet, 
small town atmosphere, 

Standing at 25th Street, Mr. Lisle looked across 
Virginia Avenue to where the magnificent curved 
structure of the Watergate normally dominated the 
horizon, to find, instead, three large, rather ugly gas 
tanks where the gas company stored all of its gas, 
To the right, adjacent to 26th Street, was a small land- 
ing field where a sign said ‘‘Pilgrim Helicopter Serv- 
ice”. The sign offered joy rides up over the Lincoln 
Monument, and round the Capitol, and trips over to 
National Airport. 

Where he remembered Howard Johnson Motor 
Hotel and a series of roadways leading from the White-

The October 7th Washington Post article report- 
ing President Nixon’s ‘‘push’’ to rebuild Pennsylvania 
Ave. before the 200th birthday of 1776 recalls an 
earlier article in the FOGGY BOTTOM NEWS in April 
of this year.

‘‘Over our dead bodies’’ should be the response 
of all Washington to the proposed Maryland location 
for the Washington Sports Arena and Convention Cen- 
ter. With the 200th anniversary of 1776 only seven

Pennsylvania Ave. and its proposed National Square, 


The needs of the 200th anniversary visitors re- 
quire the multipurpose convention center, Also, the 
Central Business District adjacent to the Pa. Ave. 
location could then experience the same renaissance 
that Baltimore did following the completion of its 
Sports Arena-the first building at Charles Center.

Virginia Avenue Beautification 


The $43,798.00 contract for the landscaping of 
Virginia Avenue has begun. The digging of the trees 
(Willow Oak, Japanese Flowering Crabapple, Washing- 
ton Hawthorn and Chinese Scholar Trees) began on 
October 20th, according to Mr. Leo Bassett, the owner 
of Colonial Flower and Gardens, Inc., the beautifica- 
tion contractor for the D.C. Highway Department. 

In addition to the Willow Oak trees to shade the 
sidewalks of Virginia Avenue from 19th Street to Rock 
Creek Parkway, the project will include colorful plant- 
ings for the open spaces. The three triangles at the 
street intersections of 25th, New Hampshire and H 
Streets west of Potomac Plaza will contain crimson 
and pink Azaleas. The open spaces looking down to 
the expressway below Virginia Avenue will have Azalea 
and Japanese Flowering Crabapple. 

The Juarez statue area south of Watergate is not 
a part of the D.C, Highway project.
